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REPORT 


OF THE 


SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE, 


The Superintending School Committee of Swanzey, for 
the year ending March 13th, 1866, as required by law, 
respectfully submits to the Town, the following brief Re- 
port of the condition of our Common Schools the past 
year. 

District No. 1.—-The Summer School was taught by Miss 
Emma M. Gates. ‘This washer first attempt at teaching ; 
but she managed to secure the confidence and respect of 
her pupils and pleasantly lead them in their pursuit of 
knowledge. Improvement in all branches was very ap- 
parent. ‘Those who attended the closing examination 
appeared, with one exception, well pleased with the 
school. ’ | 

The Winter term was under the instruction of Miss R. 
M. Thatcher. It was a fair school but not of that high 
order which is desirable. ‘There was a lack of energy in 
the teacher, and doubtless the want of that co-operation 
on the part of the parents, which compels even an indif- 
ferent teacher to keep a good school. 

No. 2. The Summer term was taught by Miss Hattie 
A. Parker, with even more than her usual good success. 
‘This school received more visits from parents and others 
during the term and at the closing examination than any 
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other in town. Gymnastic exercises were introduced and 
successfully practised. These when rightly managed, are 
considered not only interesting, but conducive to the health 
of the scholars. 

Winter term, Alonzo A. Ware, teacher The school 
was unusually harmonious ;—there were no jarring ele- 
ments within or without to retard its prosperity. The 
older scholars deserve much credit for their earnest en- 
deavors to set that good example which might be safely 
_ imitated by the younger pupils. ‘There was in this school 
a fine class in Algebra, and some attention was given to 
this branch of science; but more time was devoted, and 
more attention given to those higher and more practical 
branches, Reading and Spelling. 

No. 3. This school is composed principally of small 
scholars, but under the instruction of Miss Mary S. Whit- 
comb they acquitted themselves very finely. ‘The order 
was good, and the progress in the different studies all that 
could be expected. Nota tardy mark defaces the regis- 
ter of the second term. Much credit is due to the pru- 
dential committee of this district for the promptness and 
zeal which he manifested in the performance of his duties. 

No. 4. Summer term. ‘Taught by Miss Sarah A. Brock 
of Keene. Although this was her first attempt at teach- 
ing, the result shows that she possesses in an admirable 
degree those qualifications, and exhibits those traits of 
character, which are necessary for the successful teacher. 
She kept a good school. Sickness obliged her to vacate 
it at the end of nine weeks. 

Miss Jennie A. Faulkner, the teacher of the Winter term, 
has likewise had but little experience as a teacher in the 
school room; but she meets with very gocd success. At 
the closing examination the school appeared well, though 
a few of the larger boys were absent who should have 
been present. 
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No. 5. Miss Chloe P. Holbrook, teacher of the Summer 
term, and Miss Mary 8. Whitcomb, teacher of the Winter 
term. Both are good teachers and kept good schools. 
Miss Whitcomb says in her register ‘‘much praise is due 
to the class of large scholars for their respectful and quiet 
deportment in and around the school room. All have 
seemed interested in their studies when present, yet there 
has not been that degree of punctuality which is desirable.” 

No. 6. Summer. Taught by Miss E. Francella Eaton. 
A quiet, pretty school, but wanting in life and animation. 
‘The teacher was altogether too sparing of oral instruction 
and familiar illustrations. ‘These, in connection with book 
questions and answers, are indispensible in developing 
thought ard creating a love of study in young children. 

Miss Abbie L. Parker had the management of the Win- 
ter School. It was well governed, correctly taught, and 
good progress was made by the pupils. Ina word the 
school was a good one. 

No. 7. Summer term. Taught by Miss Julia B. Fos- 
ter. The result of her labors was such as might be ex- 
pected where a faithful, energetic teacher holds the reins. 
A good school in all respects. A large majority of the 
pupils not absent one half day. 

The Winter term was taught by Miss Sarah E. Frink. 
She labored heroically for the welfare of her pupils, and 
her efforts deserve much praise. ‘The school was too large 
for so young a teacher to manage; nevertheless, very fair 
progress was made by the scholars. During the past year 
the school house has been somewhat repaired, but the in- 
terior arrangement is still as it has been, decidedly antique 
and inconvenient. | 

No 8. ‘There was hardly a feature of this school that 
need be criticised. ‘lhe teacher for the year, Miss Jennie 
M. Foster, was enthusiastic in her labors, and the scholars 
were studious and faithful. Both order and improve- 
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ment were good. While old Ignorance remains to con- 
tend with, may they ever ‘‘ fight it out on this line.’ 

No. 9. The Summer term was under the management 
of Miss A. C. M. Herrick, a teacher of much experience 
and established reputation. She failed however in this 
instance to secure that high degree of order which is nec- 
essary to make a perfect school. Very fair improvement 
was made by most of the scholars. 

Miss Julia B. Foster taught the Winter School. Within 
afew weeks, and near the commencement of the term, 
five of the scholars in this district died of that fearful dis- 
ease, diphtheria. A shade of sadness necessarily hung 
over the school room; but we hope that those who were 
permitted to live made a right improvement of time and 
passing events. ‘The closing examinatien furnished evi- 
dence of commendable progress in knowledge; and the 
mutual feelings of respect between teacher and pupils, 
then exhibited, are significant of a happy and prosperous 
school, 


No. 10. Both terms of school were taught by Miss 
Emily R. Bailey. She is a fine scholar, an experienced 
and good teacher; and her earnest efforts for the good of 
her pupils were pretty successful. The school appeared 
very well whenever the committee was present. Several 
of the larger boys were absent a few of the last days of 
the Winter session. ‘There might be in these cases a good 
excuse, but unless such is presented to the teacher, the 
inference usually is that the absentee considers himself a 
poor scholar and dares not submit his knowledge to the 
tests of our ordinary examinations. 

No. 11. Mrs. Louise B. Wright, teacher for the year. 
Mrs. Wright, having spent more than 100 months asa 
teacher in the school room, ought by this time to under- 
stand her vocation, and her managementin No. 11, the 
past year, inclines us to believe that she does understand 
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it. She possesses that fearless independence and those 
traits of mind which enable her to govern and induce 
scholars to obey. ‘The progress of her pupils was not very 
apparent in the Summer, but showed itself decidedly at 
the close of the Winter term, ‘The deportment and schol- 
arship of some of the pupils were truly commendable. 
The school being so large, the teacher was assisted during 
the latter term by Miss M. L. J. Brown. The remarks of 
previous years, in reference to a graded school in the vil- 
lage of West Swanzey, are still applicable. 

No. 12. The scholars in this little school received the 
faithful instructions of Miss Mary Eaton for the term of 
eight and one-half weeks. During that time all did what 
they could. The remainder of the year constitutes a long 
vacation. We hope it may be well improved., 

No. 18. Teacher of Summer term, Miss Rosetta M. 
Hart; of Winter term, Miss Jennie L. Evans. Both were 
very fair schools, though in neither was the order quite 
what it should have been. The improvement in most 
branches of study was good; especially was this the case 
in Grammer during the Winter term. ‘There are in this 
school some very fine scholars. 

In addition to the above 25 terms of Public School, 
there was a successful term of 11 weeks at the Academy, 
under the instruction of Mr. C. J. Barber; and flourishing 
Private or Select Schools were taught in several of the 
districts by the following persons; No. 2, Miss Hattie A. 
Parker; No. 7, Miss Sarrh E. Frink; No. 9, Miss Nellie 
S. Keith; No. 11, two terms, Mrs. Louise B. Wright; No. 
13, two terms, one by Miss Julia B. Foster, and the other 
by Miss Jennie L. Evans. 

The amount paid by citizens of Swanzey, for the sup- 
port of these schools, was about $350.00, which added to 
the public appropriation, ($1500.12) makes the sum of 
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more than 1650.00 expended in the town for the purpose of 
education, the past year. 

The aggregate length of our Public Schools was 205 1-2 
weeks, which is 18 weeks less than in the previous year. 
The whole number of scholars was 383 in the Summer, 
and,418 in the Winter term; two more in the Summer, 
and thirty less in the Winter than last year. The com- 
parative average attendance was nearly, and the whole 
number of different scholars precisely the same for the 
last two years. There were 473 tardy marks against 685 
the previcus year. Number of visits by citizens and oth- 
ers, 917; which is 45 more than were recorded the pre- 
ceding sour, 

We are obliged to igi upon record the fact that, dur- 
ing the year, four terms of school have passed without a 
single visit from the Prudential Committee, the Agent of 
the District, to see for himself, whether the teacher he has 
employed is faithful or negligent in performing her im- 
portant duties. It is a sad feature in the record; but the 
feature brightens when we see that, instead of four, there 
were nine similar cases last year. There is evidently 
progression. | 

While many of our larger boys ate noble scholars, and 
do honor to themselves and the schools of which they are 
members, there are a few who do not sustain the rank nor 
put forth the exertions they should. ‘The example of such 
mén as the present chief magistate of our nation, and his 
predecessor in office, speaks loudly to every young man 
to improve, as they did, not only the short time spent in 
school, but evenings and spare moments generally. The 
scholar of sixteen need have little fear that close and un- 
divided attention to study, for the term of 8 or 10 weeks, 
will injure his mind. 

Though the condition of our Common Schools may be 
fair, we should not for a moment entertain the thought 
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that they are what they ought to be,—that they can be 
made no better. Their great want is an aroused and en- 
lightened public sentiment in their behalf. In proportion 
as this is secured, will poor school houses give place to 
sood ones; indifferent and incompetent teachers, to those 
that are energetic and well qualified; and dilatory, su- 
perficial and unreliable scholars, to those that are prompt, 
accurate and true. 

A nobler object cannot engage our attention than the 
proper training of our youth. ‘he destinies of the Re- 
public will soon be entrusted to them. Let us, citizens of 
Swanzey, as we love our country, labor for its welfare,— 
and in no better way can this be done than by striving 
to perfect our system of Common Schools, the very basis 
of our free institutions.
